I beg to submit my First Annual Report for the year 
ended December 3lst. 1936. 

A copy of this Report has been forwarded to the Medical 
Officer of Health together with a list of Inspections made and 
notices served. 

During the Year most of the work done was in connection 
with the Council's Slum Clearance Programme and in making the 
Overcrowding Survey under the Housing Act 1935.
